Selectmen’s Report 


Many will wonder why there is no picture on the cover of our 
Town Report this year. 

No, it wasn’t forgotten, lost or even mislaid. It was such a 
beautiful scene—“Durand Lake” taken from Look-out Ledge. 

So, why isn’t it on the cover? 

Only because the printers discovered it to be seriously damaged 
when they were adapting it to our Report. It seemed then to be 
too late to begin another search for a suitable replacement. 

The extension of the Randolph Cemetery was one of our projects 
this past year. Considerable work was done there during the sum- 
mer months and we are pleased to report that it now stands com- 
pleted. 


1976 WARRANT 


ARTICLE 21—At the Town Meeting of one year ago, this mat- 
ter was voted in the affirmative. However, when the School Board 
requested funds from the Town, the transfer was not permitted by 
the Department of Revenue Administration because the request was 
considered technically incorrect. Therefore, it becomes necessary to 
repeat action at this meeting. 


ARTICLE 22-School Budget for 1975-1976 showed a deficit of 
$4,000.00. When School Board billed the Town for deficit funds, it 
did so in the amount of $6,338.18. This Article asks for only the 
original deficit figure of $4,000.00. 


ARTICLE 23—The bridge on Valley Road was the subject of 
some discussion at last year’s Town Meeting. It was reported that 
the bridge was condemned for loads over six tons and it was not of 


legal width. We have a choice of two courses to follow: 

1. Repair of the bridge by the Town. 

2. Construction of new bridge by State. 

Repairs seem undesirable because they would only be temporary 
and the Town would continue to be responsible for future repairs to 
an old bridge of illegal width. New construction by State should be 
more economical over a period of years and would relieve Town of 
all obligations after our share of expense is paid. 

ARTICLE 24-—$2,000.00 is the usual amount issued to con- 
tractors for this service. We are informed that it will take about three 
years to complete this mapping and the State requires that the job 
be finished by 1980.

Planning Board Report 
1975 


1975 was a reasonably quiet year for the Randolph Planning 
Board until the last quarter. This appeared to be the situation over 
most of our north country, with new development roads constructed 
during late summer and fall in many previously untouched areas. If 
these properties are used on a year round basis, one might wonder at 
the effect these developments will have upon their respective town’s 
tax rate. 


At the present time there are four subdivisions proposed in 
Randolph. These matters require considerable time and effort on the 
part of your Planning Board. We strive to be entirely impartial in our 
consideration of each project, while acting in the best interest of the 
town. 


Due to staff changes at the U. S. Soil Conservation Service, we 
were not able to get the necessary engineering assistance to continue 
the installation of dry fire hydrants as planned. We do anticipate 
continuing this program in late spring of 1976. 


We are proposing a change in the mobile home ordinance inacted 
at the March 1975 Town Meeting. The proposed ordinance, we 
believe, will clear up any misunderstanding that may have existed. 


We continue to hold regular meetings at the town hall on the 
first Tuesday of each month. If we can be of any assistance please 
feel free to consult with us at any time.

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Librarian’s Report 


It appears to be impossible to determine the reason for the 
decline in circulation during the past three years, but as the most 
significant example occurs in the figures for children’s books, it is 
convenient, although probably not logical, to place the blame on the 
declining birth rate. It is certainly not due to lack of books. About 
one fifth of the new books added this year were children’s books, 
bought by the Home Economics Extension Group. This organization 
also donated 20 adult titles, eleven fiction and nine non-fiction. 


Several of the new titles reflect the wide-spread interest in the 
U.S. Bicentennial, namely: New Hampshire’s Role in the American 
Revolution, The Story of American Painting, American Art in the 20th 
Century, Alistair Cooke’s America, Treasures of America, and Roll, 
Jordan, Roll (the days of slavery). 


Gifts were also received from Mrs. Eldon E. Adams from the 
library of the late Alvan L. Davis, Prof. Norman Adams, Mrs. 
Richard G. L. Ayer, Mr. and Mrs. John Cairns, Christian Science 
Society of Lancaster, Homer T. Gregory, Mrs. Robert M. Hatch, 
Mrs. Douglas Horton, Rev. Benjamin Minifie, Mrs. James H. Nichols, 
Mrs. William Nickerson, Mrs. Edward Penney, Miss Jean Polhamus, 
Mrs. Herbert Richardson, Mrs. H. Guyford Stever, Mrs. Margaret 
Taylor, and Miss Katherine Wood. To all of these people the 
Trustees and Librarian express herewith their gratitude. 


Knowing that many people, especially men, use jig-saw puzzles 
to occupy the long winter days indoors, the librarian announced that 
puzzles would be circulated along with books on the final day, 
resulting in the receipt of about 50 puzzles, gifts from the Abbotts 
and the Hatches, and a circulation of 20. 


The library was officially open 50 hours, for a total circulation 
of 578 volumes, a little below last year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF POLICE ACTIVITIES FOR YEAR OF 1975 


The National Crime Index shows alarming increases in the Crime 
Rate throughout the Nation; especially in the category of Crimes 
against the Person. This increase has been predicated upon the 
economic situation and all indications are that the Crime Rate shall 
increase in the Year 1976. Perusal of the Statistical Section of this 
report will point out the fact that, except for one area of activity, our 
serious crime rate in the Town of Randolph has decreased. Patrol, 
applied frequently and at widely separated and unpredictable hours, 
has reduced the undesirable parking to almost nil and preventing acts 
of serious crime, dissemination of garbage, noise, and other detri- 
mental factors. The Police Services that have been provided within 
this community has resulted in an excellent characterization and 
quality thoughts of our Township. At least two aided cases are alive 
today due to our patrol, the excellent communications available, the 
rapid response by our ambulance services, and the wholehearted co- 
operation of other police agencies in clearing the way of traffic for a 
very high-speed emergency run. The investigations of crime or 
alleged crime has materially aided to prevent further crime, brought 
to proper consummation many cases, and has turned up at least two 
sources of narcotics within the North Country: source of which other 
agencies were notified and who did act upon the information with 
success. In the many instances of Road Assists; many remarks of 
appreciation has been made by those who were protected from further 
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harm; put in touch with other assistance; or whose relatives were 
placed at ease due to our Communication potential. To provide more 
efficient and knowledgeable Police operations the Chief and Assistant 
Chief have attended schools, seminars and special meetings to gain 
the newest information and keep abreast of the current events in 
law enforcement.

In addition to the above activity; many traffic assignments were 
consummated to protect life and property and enhance the normal 
flow of traffic. A group of Motorcyclists at Trail’s Parking even though 
not engaged in any criminal activity, were convinced to seek other 
areas of operations rather than Randolph. (Said group was the subject 
of Radio warnings from other authorities in whose community ap- 
parently did cut-up to some degree). Other incidents not yet amount- 
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ing to a crime were observed, policed and thus directed to more 
peaceful solution. 


From January lst up to and including the 6th day of June in the 
Year 1975; the Chief and Assistant Chief were paid by the Tri-County 
Council Work Program and during this time the writer traveled a 
total of 2520 miles on patrol and billed the Town for only those miles 
of special call or patrol which were a total of 788 miles. June 7th to 
the 30th of June were covered by writer on a basis of “When called” 
only and on the First of July; having qualified as to Class 1 Depart- 
mental Rank, Physical and Medical Requirements, a Governor’s Com- 
mission on Crime and Delinquency grant was instituted to pay the 
salary of the writer, expenses of cruiser operation, and some clothing, 
equipment repair allowances. The Grant, in detail, provided for 
$8852 in LEAA (Government) funds; $492 in Crime Commission 
(State) funds and $492 Town of Randolph funds (Matching funds). A 
Grant will be sought, if so desired, that the GCCD Commission 
will provide at least Fifty (50%) Percent of any Town voted funds for 
Police Activity. The writer has been assured by those high-placed 
that funds shall be available as our position and reputation within 
Law Enforcement is of the highest order. 


The Assistant Chief has done most of the “Cottage Patrol” re- 
porting, in detail to the Chief, any unusual circumstances noted, and 
actual or apparent, “breaks” or any note-worthy items for future 
reference. This patrol also is a prime factor in prevention and dis- 
covery of crimes perpetrated. He has also assisted at Auto accidents, 
emergency scenes, crime scenes and other areas. 


The writer, in three different vehicles, all personal vehicles, 
traveled a Total of 12,835 miles in regular and special patrol, answer- 
ing emergency and complaint calls. Actually the mileage was greater, 
but failure to log miles at times has cut the total authenticated down. 
A diligent and proper patrol of our area; along with emergency and 
complaint call runs will average a mileage of approximately 1150 
miles per month. The writer received compensation based on a forty 
hour week; but the logs show an average of 47 hrs plus expended 
weekly. The excess was not charged against the town or any agency; 
it is minor in the years picture. On the basis of the forty hour week; 
the writer received $140 per week from the Tri-County Council 
Program (Less the deductions); $3.50 per hour when called during 
the period solely on Town fees, and $140.00 per week from the Grant 
of the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency. 


In terminating this report; I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion to the many Law Enforcement Agencies that have assisted in our 
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common endeavor; especially the N.H. State Police whose support 
and “Backing-up” has been exemplary; the Gorham, Berlin, Lancaster 
and Jackson Police Departments whose co-operation was invaluable. 
The Community Ambulance crews that answered calls for assistance 
did so efficiently and rapidly, adding to the Community well-being. 
Those private citizens who, at times when needed, assisted the writer 
with physical aid, written notations of their observations, and the 
many other items of help that provides excellent police coverage and 
community spirit are also to be recognized with thanks and a warm 
feeling—it is well to know that one does not stand alone.

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Civil Defense Report for 1975 


The regular and necessary reports of the Federal and State levels 
of Civil Defense (Now known as Defense Civil Preparedness Agency) 
have been prepared, filed and have been duly accepted. The D.C.P.A. 
now functions on a twenty-four hour basis handling any type and 
magnitude of disaster that may arise. 

The undersigned attended seven special meetings; one a three 
day school and conference on disasters and has qualified on past ex- 
perience, civil and military disaster schooling to handle disaster emer- 
gencies. Have received Disaster control certificate from the University 
of New Hampshire School. Also have U.S. Navy (Norfolk) school of 
Fire and Explosion disasters) certificate. 

The expenses incurred: Meals, Lodging, etc. were under-written 
by a D.C.P.A. grant for the State of New Hampshire. The time spent 
in this and all other attendances, office work, etc., by the writer, has 
not been charged against the Township. It is my small contribution 
to a worthy program; procedures now being in effect to handle any 
wind, nuclear, flood, etc. disaster that may arise. 

The Agency made available to us, during the year, two truck- 
type vehicles to use in C.D. and Fire Fighting; but careful examina- 
tion of their location, transport and condition indicated the vehicles 
were unacceptable for our means. We are still on the acquisition list 
for surplus equipment and await a suitable vehicle; type and condition 
to lend itself to fire fighting at a reasonable cost. 

A new Operating Procedures Manual has been issued and is 
available for perusal by anyone interested at the Office of the 
Director. The writer is engaged in a Special Course in respect to 
Nuclear transport, etc. to become aware of possibilities of a vehicle 
accident, etc. within our Township.

Report of Superintendent 


To the Citizens of the Town of Randolph: 

The purpose of my Annual Report to the people of Randolph is 
to keep them informed of important issues concerning the community 
and to appraise them of changes in the Gorham School System which 
affect their children. If I can accomplish both of these I feel I will 
have been successful in meeting my obligations to you. 

Tuition 

Some concern has been expressed by members of your school 
board about the constantly increasing tuition rates. For those of you 
who are familiar with the formula used to arrive at the rate annually, 
you recognize that the figure is composed of two separate elements, 
one based on the actual cost of educating a child in Gorham, and the 
the second the rental charge added to the per pupil cost. The second 
charge is based on the value of the building and its contents as de- 
termined by the insurance company covering the building. To arrive 
at the rental charge 2% of the total value of buildings is taken. This is 
divided by the number of students attending school which gives us 


the per pupil cost for the use of the building. The two figures may 
be seen below:

Though this table does not show what has happened to the rental 
charge in recent years, that one portion of the total tuition cost has 
increased more than what your members of the school board feel 
necessary. Because of the increase the Gorham School Board was ap- 
proached about a change in the formula to stabilize the figure from 
year to year. At the time of this report two alternatives are under 
consideration. 


New Programs 


Few program changes have been made in the past two years. 
However, one change which has been made and has been proven to 
be successful is “Operation Go.” This program, an offshoot of Out- 
ward Bound, centers around outdoor activities using all the natural 
resources available in the North Country. In fact, it has been so suc- 
cessful that it was given second place by the N.H. Council for Better 
Schools in statewide competition. As such it was recognized as one of 
the better programs of its kind operating in the state. 
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Another program in which Gorham has become involved is the 
“Right-to-Read” program which is a national effort to help each child 
become a successful reader. Under the program reading has become 
the top priority in the Gorham Schools. With the increased emphasis 
this should bring in such areas as teacher training, instruction, ma- 
terials, and specialized reading staff I am in hopes the Gorham Schools 
will do better by your child in this one important area. 

A greater emphasis in career education will also be a new 
direction taken this year and in the coming year. Mr. Michael Hux- 
table and Mrs. Elizabeth Drew have developed a K-12 career program 
which will be in operation through June, 1977. Should it be successful 
and be adopted by Gorham much more attention will be given to all 
students regarding career choices and job placement. 


Warrant 


In the warrant this year two articles need to be brought to your 
attention. Article 5 has been placed in the warrant in conjunction 
with the town in an attempt to use Revenue Sharing Funds. A com- 
parable article will be added to the Town Warrant to allow the 
money to be transferred to the School District. With the transfer of 
funds sufficient money will be available to pay for the new bus order- 
ed in January and also begin a fund for a new bus five years hense. 

A controversial article in the warrant this year relates to RSA 
194:15-a which permits the Lord’s Prayer to be said in the schools. 
The article would only recommend to Gorham that the law be im- 
plemented in its school. In no way does it permit Randolph students 
to carry out the intent of the law without approval from the Town of 
Gorham. Therefore, the decision you make will be advisory only. 


Staff Development 


Randolph has one representative on the Staff Development Com- 
mittee. His term will expire in June, 1976. 

The Staff Development Committee consists of 15 representatives 
from 5 of the 6 towns composing S. U. #20. Its role is to recommend 
recertification of teachers whose license have expired. Before that 
recertification of teachers whose licenses have expired. Before that 
recommendation is made, however, a lengthy process requiring 50 
hours of training is required. The training must be based on those 
needs identified by the communities themselves. Thus, in the long 
run, the individual serving on the Committee along with the other 
members in that same Committee can bring about change and direct 
the future direction of the school, its staff, and its programs. There- 
fore, it is important that Randolph select someone who represents 
the best interest of the community. 


Enrollments 


The largest dollar expenditure in your budget is for tuition. The 
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chart below will give you some idea of the number of students Ran- 
dolph has and will have in the coming future:

For the year 1975-76 the total budget including the deficit of 
$4,000.00 amounted to $62,205.18. Without the deficit the actual 
operating budget for 1975-76 was $58,205.18. 

For the year 1976-77 the proposed budget totals $63,116.03, up 
8.4% over the previous year. The net budget, however, shows a de- 
crease of 3.8% in the amount to be raised by taxation (down 
$2,260.38). 

In closing I wish to thank all the officers of the school district 
for the part they have played in providing Randolph students with 
the opportunity to get a good education.
